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PROFILE  : 

JAHANGIR,  EMPEROR  OF  HINDUSTAN,  1605-1627. 

Salim,  the  son  of  Akbar  the  Great  and  a  Rajput  princess,  was  born  in  the  year 
1569,  and  on  the  death  of  his  father  was  proclaimed  emperor  with  the  title  Nur-ad- 
din  Mohammad  Jahangir.  He  claimed  descent  from  both  Timur  (Tamerlaine)  and 
Genghis  Khan,  and  he  succeeded  to  an  empire  which  was  founded  by  his  great¬ 
grandfather,  Babar,  who  had  invaded  the  Punjab,  overrun  the  powerful  Sultanate  of 
Delhi  and  established  his  capital  at  Agra.  Under  Akbar,  the  greatest  of  the  Moghul 
rulers  of  India,  the  empire  had  been  extended  over  the  greater  part  of  the  sub¬ 
continent. 

As  a  youth  Jahangir  was  an  inveterate  drunkard  and  a  hot-head  who  had  been 
in  revolt  more  than  once  against  his  father;  but  after  his  accession  he  made  great 
efforts  to  reform.  Akbar  had  abandoned  orthodox  Mohammedanism  and  practically 
founded  a  new  religion  which  was  a  synthesis  of  a  variety  of  beliefs;  Jahangir  restored 
dating  by  the  Hejirah  era,  but  he  retained  his  father’s  tolerant  attitude  towards  other 
religions  and  even  allowed  two  of  his  sons  to  be  baptised  as  Christians.  He  dispensed 
justice  each  day  at  his  palace  to  all  who  came;  he  is  said  to  have  been  a  cultured  and 
witty  conversationalist.  He  was  fortunate  in  his  choice  of  a  wife,  for  Nur  Jahan 
was  a  most  gifted  woman  who  became  the  real  power  behind  the  throne.  She  was 
an  able  administrator  who  became  noted  for  her  generosity,  and  her  name  is  some¬ 
times  to  be  found  on  Jahangir’s  coins. 

The  empire  was  kept  almost  intact  throughout  Jahangir’s  reign  and  friendly 
relations  were  maintained  with  other  great  powers.  James  I  of  England  appointed 
Sir  Thomas  Roe  as  ambassador  to  the  Moghul  court. 
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PROFILE  :  JAHANGIR 


Departing  from  orthodox  Moslem  tradition,  Jahangir  allowed  his  portrait  to  be 
placed  on  some  of  his  coins — some  show  a  nimbate  bust  holding  a  book,  fruit  or  cup, 
others  have  his  seated  figure  with  goblet  in  hand  (see  front  cover) — and  his  coinage 
is  also  remarkable  for  a  rare  series  of  gold  and  silver  coins  bearing  the  signs  of  the 
Zodiac  (see  G270,  plate  13,  February  Bulletin). 

THE  “PETITION  CROWN”  OF  THOMAS  SIMON

This  beautiful  coin — one  of  the  great  masterpieces  and  rarities  of  the  English 
coinage — was  the  work  of  that  fine  artist  Thomas  Simon.  The  story  of  Simon’s 
deposition  from  the  post  of  Chief  Engraver  by  the  dutchman  John  Roettier,  and  his 
appeal  to  the  king  for  reinstatement  ingeniously  engraved  around  the  edge  of  his 
numismatic  masterpiece,  is  well  known.  However,  on  looking  through  well-known 
numismatic  works  one  finds  a  curious  difference  in  opinion  between  authors  as  to 
the  precise  purpose  for  which  Simon  made  his  Petition  crown. 

That  Simon  and  John  Roettier  could  not  agree  on  artistic  matters  relating  to  the 
new  milled  coinage  of  1662  there  can  be  no  doubt.  Oman  (1931)  relates  a  report 
made  by  Sir  Ralfe  Freeman,  the  mint  warden,  in  April  1662  “  by  reason  of  a  contest 
of  Art  between  Simon  and  Roettier,  it  was  difficult  to  bring  them  to  any  agreement.” 

Forrer  (1912)  states  that  on  7th  February  1662  Simon  and  Roettier  were  directed 
to  engrave  a  trial  piece  for  a  silver  crown  to  be  submitted  to  the  King.  It  should  be 
remembered  that  the  official  calendar  in  those  days  dated  from  the  end  of  March  in 
each  year,  thus,  this  contest  presumably  took  place  in  or  about  February  1663 
(by  the  modern  calendar). 

However,  Ruding  (1840)  states  that  both  Simon  and  Roettier  made  “  their 
several  models  or  pattern-pieces  for  the  new  money,  which  being  shewed  at  court, 
his  majesty  is  said  to  have  best  approved  of  those  given  in  by  Roettier;  and  these  were 
accordingly  ordered  to  be  followed  . .  .”  This  seems  to  conflict  with  Forrer’s  account 
of  a  contest  involving  only  patterns  for  crown  pieces. 

Rayner  (1954)  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  contest  took  place  and  that  the  results 
were  the  pattern  (“  English  Silver  Coins  ”  68)  by  the  Roettier  brothers  (John  and 
Joseph)  and  the  petition  crown  by  Simon.  Brooke  (1950)  seems  also  to  share  this 
view — “  a  trial  of  skill  was  ordered  for  which  Simon  produced  his  famous  Petition 
Crown.” 
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Other  authors  incline  to  the  opinion  that  the  Petition  crown  followed  the  trial 
of  skill  and  was  used  by  Simon  as  a  final  desperate  effort  to  obtain  reinstatement 
for  himself  as  chief  engraver  at  the  Tower  in  place  of  John  Roettier.  Oman  (1931) 
states  “  The  token  of  his  (Simon’s)  discontent  is  the  famous  “  Petition  crown  ”  of 
1663,  executed  by  him  as  a  corrective  for  the  royal  preference  for  Roettier.”  Ruding 
(1840),  Hawkins  (1887),  Seaby  (1952)  and  Chamberlain  (1960)  are  similarly  of  the 
view  that  the  petition  crown  followed  the  royal  acceptance  of  Roettier’s  designs. 

The  fact  that  Roettier’s  pattern  crown  is  dated  1662  and  Simon’s  1663  may  have 
added  to  the  confusion  of  some  authors.  However,  if  the  trial  of  skill  took  place  as 
Forrer  (1912)  states  in  February  of  1662,  and  this  date  refers  to  the  old  official 
calendar,  then  it  is  quite  possible  that  the  petition  crown  was  used  by  Simon  to 
compete  with  Roettier’s  design  in  the  contest  of  skill  taking  place  towards  the  end 
of  the  year  1662,  and  that  Simon  dated  it  1663  in  anticipation  of  the  New  Year  which 
came  at  the  end  of  March. 

On  the  other  hand  Oman  (1931)  notes  that  the  King  preferred  Roettier’s  designs, 
and  Simon  was  put  off  in  November  1662  with  the  commission  to  cut  the  dies  for  the 
new  Scottish  coinage.  Thus,  the  contest  of  skill  must  have  taken  place  before  Novem¬ 
ber  1662  and  therefore  the  February  1662  referred  to  by  Forrer  (1912)  must  have  been 
reckoned  by  the  modern  calendar,  i.e.  February  1661  by  the  old  calendar. 
If  this  is  so  then  the  Petition  crown  could  hardly  have  been  used  in  any  contest  up  to 
November  1662,  and  have  been  dated  1663  by  Simon! 

Thus,  the  explanation  of  Oman  (1931)  seems  the  most  probable,  i.e.  “  Simon  took 
Roettier’s  accepted  design  and  embellished  it  by  superior  engraving  and  delicacy  of 
touch.”  Simon  could  hardly  have  done  this  without  having  first  seen  Roettier’s 
accepted  design.  Further,  it  seems  that  the  contest  must  have  taken  place  fairly 
early  in  the  year  1662  as  the  current  crown  of  that  year,  the  work  of  Roettier,  is  a 
very  common  piece  and  this  would  surely  be  unlikely  had  they  not  been  minted  until 
after  February  of  1662  (1663  modern  calendar). 

The  above  information  suggests  to  me  three  possible  explanations : — 

(1)  A  trial  of  skill  took  place  between  the  two  engravers  somewhere  between 
February  1662  and  November  1662  (reckoned  by  the  modern  calendar).  Simon’s 
effort  for  this  contest  was  something  other  than  the  petition  crown — apparently  not 
known  today.  In  this  case  the  petition  crown  would  have  followed  in  the  next  year 
(1663)  as  an  appeal  by  Simon  to  the  king  for  reinstatement  as  Chief  Engraver  at  the 
Mint. 

(2)  The  trial  of  skill  took  place  in  or  about  February  1663  (modern  calendar) 
and  Simon’s  contribution  was  the  petition  crown — dated  1663  in  anticipation  of  the 
New  Year. 

(3)  No  direct  contest  of  skill  took  place  between  the  two  engravers.  Roettier’s 
patterns  were  accepted  by  the  king  and  Simon  “  petitioned  ”  him  for  this  favouri¬ 
tism  with  his  famous  crown. 

I  have  been  unable  to  find  any  other  account  of  the  contest  of  skill  between 
Roettier  and  Simon  and  I  would  be  happy  to  hear  from  anyone  who  knows  of  the 
existence  of  any  contemporary  records  or  can  supply  any  Afferent  conclusions  to 
those  outlined  above. 
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NOTES  ON  THE  CLEANING  AND  PRESERVATION  OF 

ANCIENT  COINS.

IV.  COPPER. 

{Continued  from  February  1961  Bulletin,  p.  54). 

Copper  and  its  Alloys. 

In  the  Ancient  World  the  principal  metal  alloyed  with  copper  for  coinage  was 
tin,  forming  the  well-known  bronze.  Bronze  coins  containing  a  low  percentage  of 
tin  exhibit  the  typical  reddish  appearance  of  copper;  but  with  an  increasing  tin 
content  the  colour  gradually  changes  to  the  pale  yellow  of  ordinary  bronze  and,  with 
a  high  percentage  of  tin,  to  the  bluish- white  of  “  speculum  metal.”  Another  metal 
commonly  alloyed  with  copper  was  zinc,  to  form  brass’;  such  alloys  vary,  with  i 
increasing  zinc  content,  from  the  bright  yellow  of  ordinary  brass  to  a  more  gold-like  " 
appearance;  eventually,  with  alloys  containing  a  high  percentage  of  zinc,  a  slightly 
greenish-yellow  tint  is  obtained.  Copper  containing  a  small  percentage  of  lead  was 
also  occasionally  used.  Besides  artificial  alloys,  two  natural  alloys  were  often 
employed:  the  arsenic-coppers  and  nickel-coppers.  In  addition,  “pure”  copper 
was  very  widely  used  for  coinage,  but  analyses  show  that  it  invariably  contains 
oxygen,  absorbed  during  smelting  and  casting,  and  also  variable  amounts  of  other 
impurities.  Except  where  stated  to  the  contrary,  low  percentages  of  added  elements, 
whether  natural  or  artificial,  usually  but  little  affect  the  appearance  of  the  principal 
metal  (in  this  case,  copper). 

Cleaning. 

Organic  deposits  on  coins  of  copper  and  copper  alloys  can  be  removed  with 
organic  solvents  or  caustic  soda,  in  a  similar  manner  to  that  recommended  for  coins 
of  pure  gold.  Any  lime  deposit  may  be  removed  by  washing  in  5%  sulphuric  acid; 
such  a  treatment  will  also  remove  any  tarnish  that  may  be  present.  If  the  coins  are 
patinated%  and  it  is  desired  that  the  patina  be  preserved,  the  lime  can  apparently 
be  removed,  without  the  patina  being  affected,  by  a  prolonged  soaking  in  a  cold 
10%  solution  of  the  commercial  product  “  Calgon.” 

Tarnished  coins,  that  is  those  bearing  a  microscopically-thin  layer  of  copper 
sulphide  or  oxide  (as  distinct  from  heavy  corrosion  products),  may  be  effectively 
cleaned  with  another  commercial  product,  “  Duro-glit.” 

Corroded  Coins  of  Copper  and  Copper  Alloys.  ^ 

Those  coins  which  show  spots  of  active  corrosion  on  a  pleasant-looking  patina, 
and  it  is  obviously  desirable  to  preserve  the  latter,  are  best  treated  in  a  solution  of 
15-25%  sodium  sesquicarbonate.  During  this  treatment  the  coins  should  be 
periodically  removed  and  washed  free  from  the  reagent  in  running  water,  and  the 
spots  of  active  corrosion  gently  worked  with  a  small  tool  such  as  a  needle,  or  bio¬ 
logists  or  dentist’s  probe;  the  writers  have  also  found  a  suitably  sharpened  “nut- 
pick  ”  rather  useful  for  this  kind  of  work.  The  careful  scraping  and  soaking  in 
sodium  sesquicarbonate  may  be  alternated,  and  in  no  circumstances  should  the 
mechanical  treatment  be  drastic  or  hurried,  but  be  used  merely  as  an  aid  to  the  more 
effective  working  of  the  cleaning  agent. 

*  The  alloying  of  zinc  with  copper  was  often  done  very  inaccurately,  especially  so  in  the  Roman  period;  See:

®  With  the  exception  of  some  silver  coins,  which  may  exhibit  a  pleasant  looking  and  stable  layer  of  either  silver 
chloride  or  silver  sulphide,  the  term  “  patina  ”  is  usually  restricted  to  coins  (and  other  objects  of  course)  of  copper 
and  copper  alloys.  When  corrosion  is  active  it  is  often  variously  (and  loosely)  called  “  bronze  disease,”  “  malignant 
patina,”  or  “  verdigris.”  Two  commercial  basic  copper  acetates  are  also  known  as  verdigris:  one  being  known  as 
the  blue,  the  other  as  the  green. 
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When  coins  have  no  true  patina  but  exhibit  loose  corrosion  products,  they  are 
best  treated  in  hot  or  cold,  10-15%,  citric  or  sulphuric  acid^’* *.  Almost  invariably, 
the  best  results  are  obtained  by  using  such  a  weak  solution  of  the  reagent  for  a  long 
period,  rather  than  a  strong  solution  for  a  short  period.  If,  however,  the  cleaning 
action  seems  slow,  it  can  be  accelerated  by  adding  to  the  acid  zinc  powder  or  turnings. 
(After  the  whole  treatment  is  completed,  the  acid  may  be  poured  away,  and — if 
turnings — the  zinc  washed  in  a  muslin  bag,  and  retained  for  future  use).  Such 
treatment  should  essentially  be  carried  out  in  a  glass  or  porcelain  vessel.  During  the 
treatment  the  coins  should  be  periodically  removed® — about  every  half  hour — and 
washed  free  from  the  cleaning  agent  under  running  water,  and  then  brushed 
vigorously  under  water  contained  in  a  small  basin.  The  scrubbing  and  soaking  can 
be  alternated  until  the  desired  results  are  obtained.  For  this  type  of  treatment  the 
operator  may  find  a  pair  of  rubber  gloves  an  advantage. 

After  completion  of  cleaning  the  coins  will  require  a  prolonged  washing,  and  the 
preliminary  to  this  is  best  effected  by  placing  the  coins  in  a  shallow  photographic  or 
pyrex  dish  and  allowing  running  tap-water  to  flow  freely  over  them  in  a  sink.  A 
length  of  rubber  tubing  may  be  adapted  to  the  tap  and  hung  down  and  coiled  once 
on  the  bottom  of  the  vessel  to  prevent  splashing;  by  this  method  the  water  is  freely 
circulated  in  the  bottom  of  the  vessel  and  overflows  gently  and  continuously  into  the 
sink. 

The  final  washing  and  elimination  of  any  remaining  salts  in  the  coins  (such  as 
sodium  chloride — common  salt)  is  best  effected  by  boiling  in  distilled  water  and  then 
allowing  the  coins  to  cool ;  the  alternate  boiling  and  cooling  being  repeated  about  3-5 
times,  with  the  coins  remaining  in  the  vessel  all  the  time.  For  the  best  results  the 
operation  should  be  repeated  with  another  sample  of  water,  boiled  and  cooled  for  the 
same  number  of  times.  On  heating  in  the  bath  of  distilled  water,  the  air  contained  in 
the  cracks  and  cavities  of  the  coins  is  eliminated  due  to  its  expansion,  and  on  cooling 
the  volume  vacated  by  the  loss  of  air  is  filled  with  water.  The  water  dissolves  the 
salts  contained  in  the  cracks  of  the  coins  and  on  re-heating  expands  in  volume 
carrying  some  of  the  salts  in  solution  out  into  the  surrounding  water.  The  more 
time  this  alternate  boiling  and  cooling  is  repeated,  the  greater  will  be  the  freedom 
from  corrosive  salt  traces. 

After  the  final  washing  and  drying,  the  treated  coins  should  be  isolated  for  several 
weeks  in  order  to  observe  the  success,  or  otherwise,  of  the  cleaning;  failure  will  be 
indicated  by  the  presence  of  spots  of  powdery  green  or  blue  corrosion  products®, 
in  which  case  further  repetitive  treatment  is  necessary.  If  the  cleaning  has  been 
successful,  however,  the  coins  will  during  the  period  of  isolation  merely  have  acquired 
a  certain  amount  of  harmless  surface  oxidation.  Since  the  tone  of  a  slightly  oxidised 
coin  is  often  preferred  by  collectors  to  the  bright  “  new  ”  surface  of  a  cleaned  coin, 
this  can  be  preserved  (when  a  suitable  stage  of  oxidation  has  been  reached)  by  waxing 
or  varnishing.

*  We  have  omitted  to  mention  a  method  involving  the  use  of  alternate  solutions  of  caustic  soda  and  Rochelle  Sdt, 
since  while  this  treatment  is  useful  for  heavily  corroded  metal,  it  is  rarely  worth  attempting  to  clean  coins  which 
have  been  reduced  to  such  a  condition  (i.e.  with  very  little  sound  metal  left). 

*  If  it  is  desired  to  clean  coins  which  have  obviously  been  previously  waxed  or  varnished  (corrosion  having  broken 
out  afresh),  such  a  layer  must  be  removed  before  cleaning  operations  are  commenced.  This  can  be  effected  with  a 
suitable  solvent,  such  as  acetone,  methylated  spirit,  turpentine,  or  caustic  soda  (10%).  (This,  of  course,  applies 
to  any  coins  that  have  been  waxed  or  varnished  and  which  require  treatment,  particularly  when  the  cleaning  agent 
is  in  aqueous  solution!). 

^  When  dangerous  and  highly  corrosive  acids  (e.g.  sulphuric)  are  being  used,  it  is  essential  that  the  cleaning  opera¬ 
tion  be  as  safely  effected  as  possible.  A  useful  way  of  removing  coins  from  acid  solutions,  particularly  when  hot, 
is  to  use  either  a  table-spoon  or  small  ladle,  but  preferably  a  small  straining  ladle  which  would  allovy  the  reagent  to 
drain  off  whilst  retaining  the  coin.  A  pair  of  nickel  tongs  are  also  generally  useful  for  handling  coins  in  this  way. 
Such  apparatus,  it  is  as  well  to  stress,  should  always  be  thoroughly  washed  and  dried  after  use,  otherwise  they  may 
themselves  become  corroded. 

'  These  are  largely  copper  chlorides,  but  may  also  contain  some  copper  (cupric)  hydroxide.

UNPUBLISHED  VARIETIES  OF  THE  GEORGE  VI 
NICKEL-BRASS  THREEPENCE. 

By  L.  V.  Larsen,  Coshocton,  Ohio. 

To  the  best  of  my  knowledge,  no  point  has  been  made  in  the  numismatic  literature 
about  a  deliberate  change  made  by  the  Royal  Mint  in  the  size  and  shape  of  the  nickel- 
brass  threepence  during  the  reign  of  George  VI,  which  gives  rise  to  two  varieties  of 
form  in  addition  to  the  two  well-known  varieties  of  legend. 

The  former  Chief  Assay er  of  the  Royal  7vlint,  Mr.  J.  Phelps,  in  a  letter  to  the 
editor  of  Nature,  September  1,  1945,  wrote  “  The  nickel-brass  threepence  are  made 
to  a  diameter  across  the  flats  of  0.823  in.  or  21.082  mm.;  from  1942  onwards  the 
corners  have  been  slightly  rounded,  so  that  the  diameter  over  these  is  0.860  in.  or 
21.844  mm.  instead  of  the  theoretical  21.872  mm.  calculated  for  a  dodecagon, 
earlier  coins  had  nearly,  but  usually  not  quite,  sharp  corners.” 
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As  a  maner  of  fact,  the  change  from  sharp  corners  to  rounded  corners  was  made 
on  threepences  bearing  the  date  1941,  as  both  varieties  exist.  This  is  not  necessarily 
inconsistent  with  the  statement  of  Mr.  Phelps,  for  during  the  war  years  coinage 
dies  were  not  changed  at  the  beginning  of  a  new  calendar  year  merely  to  change  the 
date,  so  it  is  quite  possible  that  the  rounded-corner  threepences  dated  1941  could 
have  been  struck  in  1942.  I  have  put  the  question  to  Mr.  Stride,  of  the  Royal  Mint, 
who  was  unable  to  tell  me  exactly  when  the  change  in  shape  was  made. 

There  is,  however,  an  enlightening  paragraph  in  the  Seventy-Third  Annual 
Report ...  of  the  Royal  Mint,  1942,  page  124:  “  Canada. — The  nickel  five  cent  piece, 
which  itself  had  superseded  a  silver  coin  in  1922  was  replaced  in  May  1942  by 
tombac  (88%  copper  12%  zinc)  to  save  the  badly  needed  nickel.  .  .  .  the  twelve  sided 
outline  devised  by  the  London  mint  for  the  threepence  of  the  Imperial  coinage  in 
1937  was  adopted  for  the  coin  in  the  new  metal.  Modifications  were  made  in  the 
production  processes  which  result  in  more  rounded  angles  and  a  slightly  different 
edging.  .  .  In  1942,  dies  for  the  Canadian  coinage  were  still  being  made  at  the 
London  mint,  the  first  dies  being  made  in  Ottawa  in  1943. 

Mr.  Stride  comments  “  The  sharp  angles  in  the  collar  are  inclined  to  be  a  source 
of  weakness,  and  during  the  War,  when  supplies  of  steel  were  becoming  scarce  and 
the  quality  tended  to  decline,  the  life  of  the  collar  was  shortened  unduly  by  the 
development  of  cracks  from  these  points.  In  1942-3  the  corners  of  the  collars  were 
rounded  and  this  device  resulted  in  a  substantial  increase  in  the  effective  life  of  the 
collars.” 

The  form  of  the  Canadian  five  cent  piece  has  not  been  changed  since  its  first 
appearance  in  1942,  but  the  original  sharp  corners  of  the  British  threepence  were 
restored  in  1948  (or  at  least  on  coins  bearing  the  date  1948),  and  have  remained  so 
through  the  1960  coinage,  except  for  a  brief  return  in  1949  to  the  rounded-corner 
form.  Except  for  the  passage  quoted  above,  the  Royal  Mint  reports  do  not  chronicle 
the  four  changes,  on  coins  dated  1941,  1948,  1949,  and  finally  1950,  so  my  statements 
are  based  on  observations  of  specimens  of  the  coins.  While  the  lapse  in  1949  back 
to  the  roimded-corner  variety  following  the  change  to  the  sharp-cornered  variety  of 
1948,  and  follow'ed  by  reversion  once  more  and  finally  to  a  sharp-cornered  form  in 
1950  is  unexpected,  I  have  examined  a  number  of  specimens  of  the  1949  piece 
(mostly  obtained  from  Trinidad,  where  the  bulk  of  the  1949  issue  was  sent),  and  have 
no  doubt  that  the  1949  piece  has  rounded  corners. 

Since  both  sharp-  and  rounded-corner  versions  of  the  threepence  dated  1941 
do  in  fact  exist,  I  must  admit  the  possibility  of  the  coins  of  other  transitional  dates 
existing  in  both  forms,  although  I  have  not  seen  them  for  any  other  year  than  1941. 
Because  the  sharp  corners  wear  quickly,  a  true  judgment  can  only  be  passed  on 
specimens  in  practically  uncirculated  condition. 

As  to  the  measurements  of  the  two  forms  referred  to  above  by  Mr.  Phelps 
(remember  he  wrote  this  in  1945,  so  his  remarks  cannot  be  applied  to  pieces  dated 
later  than  that  year),  I  have  measured  several  of  the  early  sharp-cornered  variety, 
pre-1942,  and  find  the  diameter  across  the  flats  to  be  in  the  range  from  0.832  to  0.836 
inch,  rather  than  his  0.823  inch.  However,  his  equating  of 0.823  inch  with  21.082  mm. 
is  incorrect,  as  it  should  be  20.904  mm.,  so  the  validity  of  his  0.823  inch  measurement 
may  be  questioned.  I  find  the  rounded-corner  pieces  of  1942  to  1949  to  measure 
substantially  the  same,  in  a  range  from  0.832  to  0.834  inch,  but  the  sharp-corner 
pieces  of  1950  and  later  tend  to  be  somewhat  smaller,  down  to  about  0.828  inch. 
As  might  be  expected,  the  diameter  across  the  corners  is  greater  for  the  sharp-corner 
varieties  (1937  to  1941  and  1950  to  1960)  than  for  the  rounded-corner  pieces,  this 
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diameter  being  from  about  0.858  inch  to  about  0.853  inch,  with  considerable 
variation  from  piece  to  piece. 

The  nickel-brass  threepences  of  George  VI  should  therefore  be  classified  into 
the  following  four  types ; 

Type  A’  Obv.  legend  “  georgivs  d  :  g  :  br  :  omn  :  rex  f  :  d  :  ind  :  imp  :  ”, 
twelve  sided,  corners  sharp.  Dates  1937,  1938,  1939,  1941  and  1948. 

Type  A-  Obv.  legend  same  as  Type  A^  twelve  sided,  corners  rounded.  Dates 
1941,  1942,  1943,  1944,  1945  and  1946. 

Type  Obv.  legend  “  georgivs  vi  d  :  g  :  br  :  omn  :  rex  fidei  def.”,  twelve 
sided,  corners  rounded.  Date  1949  only. 

Type  Obv.  legend  same  as  Type  twelve  sided,  corners  sharp.  Dates  1950, 
1951  and  1952. 

All  dates  of  the  threepences  of  Elizabeth  II  thus  far  (1953  to  1960)  have  sharp 
corners.  I  saw  a  three  pence  of  Edward  VIII  several  years  ago  but  didn’t  notice  the 
form  of  the  comers.  Almost  certainly  they  were  sharp,  considering  that  the  first 
issue  of  George  VI  in  1937  had  sharp  corners. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  H.  G.  Stride,  of  the  Royal  Mint,  for  his  comments,  quoted 
above,  and  to  Mr.  Peter  J.  Seaby  for  supplying  me  with  specimens  of  the  two  forms 
of  the  1941  threepence. 

DR.  PARKES  WEBER  ESSAY  PRIZE. 

The  Prize  for  1960  has  been  awarded  to  D.  E.  Hanson,  aged  18,  of  the  Sheffield  and  District 
Numismatic  Society.  Mr.  Hanson  received  the  plaque  and  cheque  at  the  Royal  Numismatic 
Society’s  meeting  on  January  18th;  he  shared  the  second  prize  given  last  year,  but  will  not  be 
eligible  to  compete  again. 

The  award  should  remind  prospective  competitors  that  they  should  be  busy  with  their 
essays  as  entries  have  to  be  in  by  August  31st.

YOUR  QUESTIONS  ANSWERED. 

Q.  1.  I  would  be  pleased  if  you  would  tell  me  if  there  were  any  silver  threepences  minted 
during  the  reign  of  George  IV  apart  from  the  Maundy  coins,  as  these  appear  to  be  the 
only  ones  which  are  listed  in  yom  Standard  Catalogue  of  the  Coins  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland. 

A.  1.  The  only  threepenny  pieces  minted  during  the  reign  of  George  IV  were  the  Maundy 
coins  (except  for  small  numbers  struck  for  overseas  territories).  The  silver  threepenny 
piece  was  not  proclaimed  legal  tender  in  modern  times  until  1845,  in  Victoria’s  reign. 
Previous  to  this  date,  the  last  silver  threepences  which  were  struck  for  general  currency 
were  most  probably  those  dated  1763  in  the  reign  of  George  HI,  though  it  is  possible 
that  some  of  the  co-called  Maundy  threepences  issued  up  to  about  1786  were  also  used 
for  general  circulation. 

Q.  2.  Would  you  kindly  tell  me  the  date  of  the  earliest  known  proof  sixpences. 

A.  2.  Although  there  were  a  number  of  essays  or  pattern  sixpences  struck  by  Nicholas  Briot 
at  the  Tower  Mint  in  the  reign  of  Charles  I,  the  first  true  proof  sixpences  were  probably 
those  of  William  III  dated  1696.  These  pieces  are  extremely  rare  and  are  listed  as 
Rarity  5  in  our  standard  work.  The  English  Silver  Coinage  from  1649. 

Q.  3.  I  notice  on  a  George  II  sixpence  of  1745,  with  roses  in  the  angles  of  the  shields  on  the 
reverse,  that  the  king’s  name  is  spelt  georgius  instead  of  the  customary  georgivs. 
Is  this  a  published  mint  error.  ? 

A.  3.  It  is  a  peculiarity  of  the  silver  coinage  of  George  II  that  all  coins  dated  1745  have  the 
King’s  name  spelt  in  the  way  you  describe.  The  reason  for  this  is  not  knovvm,  but 
presumably  is  due  to  the  fact  that  an  under  engraver,  who  was  responsible  for  making 
the  letter  punches  did  not  copy  the  previous  spelling  correctly.  It  is  rather  curious, 
however,  that  coins  struck  in  years  subsequent  to  1745  return  to  the  normal  spelling, 
using  the  Latin  letter  “  v.” 
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Q.  4.  The  word  “  guinea  ”  used  to  indicate  a  sum  of  money  to  the  amount  of  21/-  is  still  in 
common  use,  although  there  is  now  no  longer  a  coin  of  this  value.  Could  you  please

A.  4.  The  so-called  “  guinea  ”  was  first  struck  in  1663  by  Charles  II  as  a  20/-  gold  coin. 

At  this  time  w’e  had  what  is  known  as  a  bi-metalhc  currency  system,  in  other  words 
the  value  of  the  gold  coin  was  represented  by  a  similar  value  intrinsically  of  silver  coins, 
and  although  it  was  intended  to  issue  this  coin  as  a  20/-  piece,  due  to  the  very  poor 
quality  of  the  silver  coins  in  circulation  at  that  time  (which  were  mostly  very  worn  and 
clipped  hammered  coins  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  James  I  and  Charles  I)  it  was  quite 
common  for  people  to  ask  for  much  more  than  20/-  face  value  of  silver  in  exchange  for 
the  gold  coin.  Indeed,  just  before  the  re-coinage  of  Wilham  III  in  1 696,  the  state  of  the 
silver  coinage  was  so  bad  that  the  value  of  the  guinea  went  up  to  over  30/-  and  it  was  not 
until  1717  that  it  finally  became  stabilised  at  21/-. 

The  word  “  guinea  ”  was  given  to  these  coins  as  many  of  the  earlier  ones  were  made 
from  gold  which  was  supplied  by  the  Africa  Company  who  operated  their  mints  in  the 
Guinea  Coast  in  Africa  (now  Ghana).  This  trading  company  of  merchants  was  given 
a  royal  charter  and  to  add  to  the  prestige  of  the  Company  their  badge,  which  was  an 
elephant  or  an  elephant  with  a  castle  on  its  back,  was  added  below  the  king’s  head  on 
all  the  coins  struck  by  the  Royal  Mint  from  gold  supplied  by  the  company.  Inciden¬ 
tally  this  company  also  supplied  a  very  small  quantity  of  silver  to  the  Royal  Mint  and 
some  very  rare  shillings,  half  crowns  and  crowns  of  Charles  IPs  reign  have  the  elephant 
below  the  bust,  as  does  a  very  rare  half  crown  of  William  III.

ROBERTSON,  ANNE  S.  Sylloge  of  the  Coins  of  the  British  Isles.  Hunterian  and 
Coats  Collections,  University  of  Glasgow,  Part  I,  Anglo-Saxon  Coins.  London,  1961.  106  pp., 
xlii  plates.  Price  63/-  (-1-  postage  1/6). 

This  is  the  second  volume  in  a  series  of  catalogues  pubhshed  for  the  Royal  Academy  that 
will  make  available  a  photographic  record  of  British  coins — in  this  case  the  Anglo-Saxon 
series — in  various  museum  collections.  The  present  volume  is  particularly  welcome  as  the 
great  collection  formed  by  the  celebrated  eighteenth  century  physician  and  antiquary.  Dr. 
William  Hunter,  has  previously  not  been  available  for  study  by  Anglo-Saxon  students  unable 
to  visit  Glasgow. 

Combined  on  the  forty-two  plates  with  the  Hunter  coins  are  the  350  Anglo-Saxon  coins 
from  the  Thomas  Coats  collection  formed  during  the  latter  half  of  the  nineteenth  century. 
Thus,  together  with  a  few  coins  from  Scottish  hoards,  various  donations  and  purchases  from 
the  Lockett  collection,  a  total  of  1,238  coins  are  illustrated  (and  superbly  reproduced  they  are). 
Some  idea  of  the  extent  of  the  Glasgow  collections  can  be  gained  from  the  fact  that  there  are 
twenty-three  pennies  of  Offa  and  two  of  his  queen,  Cynethryth,  and  eighty-four  coins  of  the 
Viking  kingdom  of  York. 

It  can  be  seen  that  for  the  student  studying  stylistic  variation,  or  searching  for  die-links 
or  die  varieties,  or  investigating  the  metrology  of  the  series,  this  sylloge  will  be  quite  invaluable. 
We  shall  look  forward  to  seeing  the  other  volumes  at  present  being  prepared  which  will  cover 
the  Ashmolean  collections,  the  Hiberno-Norse  coins  in  the  British  Museum,  and  the  Ancient 
British  and  Anglo-Saxon  coins  at  Copenhagen. — P.J.S. 

NORTH,  J.  J.  English  Hammered  Coinage.  Vol.  2  (Edward  I  to  Charles  H),  London, 
1960.

Despite  the  fact  that  the  collecting  of  English  hammered  coins  in  both  gold  and  silver  has 
increased  steadily  in  popularity  over  the  last  few  decades  this  is  only  the  second  comprehensive 
type  catalogue  to  appear  on  this  series  during  this  century. 

The  first  edition  of  Dr.  Brooke’s  work  English  Coins,  was  published  in  1932  and  augmented 
by  a  supplement  in  1950,  and  since  then  the  need  has  been  felt  for  a  more  up  to  date  survey  of 
the  hammered  series  alone,  and  incorporating  the  results  of  numismatic  research  carried  out 
over  the  last  ten  years. 

When  completed,  this  work  by  J.  J.  North  will  be  in  two  volum.es,  the  first  covering  the 
period  circa  650-1272.  This  present  volume  covers  the  reigns  of  Edward  I  to  Charles  II 
and  the  arrangement  is  chronological  under  reigns  and  then  by  denominations  and  types. 

Most  commendable  are  the  drawings  of  specimen  letters  and  mint  marks  etc.  at  the  beginning 
of  each  reign;  the  plate  illustrating  thirty  of  the  sub-types  of  Edward  I  and  II  pennies  will  be 
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tound  useful  although  the  photographs  of  these  and  of  the  other  text  illustrations  could  have 
been  better.  The  ten  collotype  plates  at  the  end  of  the  book  are  excellent  although  a  notable 
omission  here  is  the  absence  of  any  illustrations  of  the  coins  of  Edward  IV. 

As  the  author  himself  points  out,  the  book  reflects  to  some  extent  the  specialised  work  done 
by  other  students,  and  thus,  inevitably,  has  certain  limitations  in  those  areas  where  there  is  still 
much  research  work  to  be  undertaken,  i.e.  the  reigns  of  Richard  II,  Henry  IV,  V  and  Mary. 

If  at  first  sight  the  book  seems  to  be  unduly  concerned  with  the  reign  of  Charles  I  (about  one 
third  of  the  text)  this  only  reflects  the  diversity  of  the  coinage  during  one  of  the  most  fascinating 
periods  of  English  numismatics. 

This  is  essentially  a  catalogue  of  types  which  are  numbered  consecutively  throughout ;  no 
values  are  given  but  an  indication  of  rarity  for  the  commonest  coin  of  each  main  type  is  included. 

This  book  is  very  easy  of  reference,  helped  in  some  measure  by  having  the  denominations 
printed  in  heavy  type  to  the  left  of  the  serial  number.  The  author  has  taken  great  pains  to 
ensure  that  the  text  is  as  up  to  date  as  possible  by  securing  the  technical  assistance  of  recognised 
experts,  and  he  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  production  of  a  work  w’hich  every  collector  of 
hammered  coins  should  have  in  his  library. — P.jf.  S.  and  F.  P.

A  Key  to  Richard  III?  When  I  fomid  a  York  penny  with  a  t  to  the  left  of  the  neck 
and  an  upright  key  to  the  right  but  with  the  first  three  letters  of  the  king’s  name  and  the  i.m. 
illegible  I  wondered  how  to  decide  whether  it  was  of  Edward  IV  or  Richard  III.  The  usual 
reference  books  mention  coins  of  Archbishop  Rotherham  with  these  marks  in  both  reigns. 
The  alleged  “  t  and  key  ”  coin  attributed  to  Henry  VII  with  these  marks  (Brooke,  p.  172; 
Standard  Catalogue  No.  1296)  was  excluded  because  my  coin  had  a  quatrefoil  in  the  centre 
of  the  reverse  and  not  an  “  h.”  Inspection  of  the  illustrations  and  of  other  coins  with  the 
“  T  and  key  ”  marks  showed  that  on  the  Edward  issues  the  key  was  inclined  at  about  45° 
and  on  the  Richard  issues  it  was  nearly  vertical.  Thanks  to  Mr.  Michael  Dolly  it  was  possible 
to  check  this  so  far  as  the  British  Museum  specimens  go  and  several  well  Imown  collectors 
have  kindly  given  information  about  their  own  specimens.  At  present  26  coins  of  Edward 
and  12  of  Richard  have  been  examined  and  all  those  with  legible  inscriptions  agree  with  the 
change  in  key  angle  between  the  reigns.  Another  difference  which  came  to  light  was  that  the 
T  on  the  Richard  coins  is  smaller  than  on  those  of  Edward.  The  angle  of  the  T  varies  but  this 
occurs  even  within  one  reign.  During  the  enquiry  it  was  questioned  whether  the  t  and  key 
coin  of  Henry  VII  exists  at  all  and  it  seems  possible  that  the  “  key  ”  may  have  been  a  blurred 
cross  or  trefoil.  It  would  be  most  helpful  if  any  reader  of  the  Bulletin  having  a  “  T  and  key  ” 
coin  with  the  key  other  than  sloping  of  Edward  IV  or  other  than  near  vertical  cf  Richard  HI 
or  positively  of  Henry  VH  would  write  to  me  c/o  Messrs.  Seaby  Ltd. — E.  J.  Harris. 

Britannia — Real  or  Imaginative?  Pepys  in  his  diary  for  25th  February,  1667,  records, 
“  At  my  goldsmith’s  did  observe  the  King’s  new  medall,  where  in  little  there  is  Mrs.  Stewart’s 
face  as  well  done  as  ever  I  saw  anything  in  my  whole  life,  I  think:  and  a  pretty  thing  it  is  that 
he  should  choose  her  face  to  represent  Britannia  by.”  Pepys  is  here  referring  to  the  medals 
executed  by  John  Roettier  (M.I.  1667/185,  186,  187)  in  commemoration  of  the  great  efforts 
made  by  England  during  1666  to  increase  the  power  of  the  navy.  The  obverse  of  the  medals 
bears  a  bust  of  Charles,  the  reverse  Britannia  seated  by  the  seashore,  holding  spear  and  shield 
and  contemplating  her  navies  sailing  on  the  ocean.  The  legend  is,  Favente  Deo  (God  being 
propitious).  Pepys’s  statement  is  fully  confirmed  by  a  comparision  of  the  portrait  in  these 
medals,  two  of  which  are  of  2.2  inches  diameter,  with  John  Roettier’s  medal  (M.I.  1667/195) 
of  Mrs.  Stewart,  Duchess  of  Richmond. 

In  August  1672  there  were  issued  from  the  mint  copper  farthings  and  halfpence  bearing 
on  the  reverse  a  representation  of  Britannia;  even  the  halfpenny  is,  of  course,  small  compared 
with  the  medals  noted  above.  It  is  not  without  interest  to  read  what  the  authorities  have  to 
say  about  the  Britannia  on  these  coins. 

First,  Brooke  in  English  Coins  says,  “  Charles  II  issued  a  farthing  and  halfpenny  of  copper 
on  the  basis  of  20d  to  the  lb.  avoirdupois.  For  the  figure  of  Britannia,  which  was  adapted 
from  the  Roman  type  of  Britannia  of  the  second  century,  the  Duchess  of  Richmond  sat  as  a 
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model.”  Second,  Oman  m  The  Coinage  of  England  says,  “  The  pleasing  classical  figure  of 
ontannia  had  its  ultimate  origin  in  a  well  known  Roman  second  brass  coin  of  Antonius  Pius 
whereon  the  province  was  represented  as  an  allegorical  figure.  She  does  not  bear  the  helmet 
and  trident,  which  were  orily  added  in  the  nineteenth  century.  A  fanciful  legend  pretends 
^at  the  lady  was  a  portrait  of  ‘  La  Belle  Steuart,’  Francis  Stewart,  afterwards  Duchess  of 
Richmond,  but  portraiture  on  such  a  small  piece  was  impossible.”  And,  finally.  Sir  John  Craig 
The  Mint  states,  “  There  is  no  foundation  for  the  later  statement  that  the  figure,  in 
which  the  face  is  microscopic,  was  modelled  from  a  lady  of  the  Court.” 

The  experts  differ  in  their  conclusions  and  agree  only  in  ignoring  the  facts.  It  is  evident 
that  the  popular  medals  of  1667  determined  the  design  of  the  copper  coinage  of  1672  and  it 
is  this  point  which  is  completely  ignored  by  the  writers  quoted  above.  There  can  be  no 
doubt  that  it  is  “  La  BeUe  Steuart  ”  who  is  represented  on  the  medals  and  who  would  be 
recognizable  on  the  copper  coins  except  for  their  small  size.— F.  Bell. 

Cleaning  Zinc  Coins.  I  have  read  several  interesting  articles  in  the  Bulletin  and  other 
numismatic  journals  about  cleaning  coins.  They  have  all  dealt  with  gold,  silver,  nickel, 
cupro-nickel  and  copper. 

During  World  War  1  and  the  following  inflationary  period,  and  during  World  War  II, 
many  European  countries  minted  coins  in  zinc.  Many  of  these  are  either  smooth  black  or 
covered  with  a  rough  white  deposit,  although  the  underlying  striking  is  clear. 

My  own  best  method  of  cleaning  these  coins  is  a  prolonged  soaking  in  salad  vinigar  (a  weak 
acetic  acid).  I  should  be  much  interested  in  the  experience  of  othei  collectors. — J.  C.  Pickard.

Roman  Coins  from  Kirmington,  Lines.  Police  and  museum  ofliciMs  yesterday  were 
making  a  thorough  examination  of  a  huge  hoard  of  coins  which  came  to  light  after  a  ploughman, 
Mr.  Jack  Brackenbury,  had  noticed  a  patch  of  bright  green  on  the  freshly-turned  soil  of 
Croxton  Field,  Kirmington,  near  Brigg. 

Mr.  Brackenbury  went  to  investigate  and  found  scores  of  coins  green  with  age.  Eventually 
he  located  an  earthenware  urn,  packed  full  of  coins.  “  It  was  about  two  feet  down  and  almost 
too  heavy  to  hft  out,”  Mr.  Brackenbury  explained.  He  took  the  urn  home  and  emptied  it 
out  on  the  kitchen  table.  There  were  thousands  of  Roman  coins  so  carefully  packed  that  when 
he  came  to  put  them  back  again  there  was  still  a  heap  to  spare. 

Coins  and  Roman  pottery  have  been  found  before  in  the  Kirmington  district,  the  site  of  a 
Roman  settlement,  but  never  before  have  coins  been  found  in  such  quantity. 

PoHce-Sergeant  G.  C.  Cook,  of  Brigg,  stated  yesterday  that  although  he  had  taken  a  sample 
it  was  unlikely  that  the  police  would  regard  the  coins  as  Treasure  Trove. —  Yorkshire  Post, 
December,  30,  1960. 

English  Silver  Pennies  from  Arctic  Norway.  A  report  has  recently  been  issued  in 
Scandinavia  on  a  treasure  hoard  discovered  in  Norway  about  the  time  of  the  first  World  War. 
A  fourteenth  century  hoard  of  188  silver  pennies,  mostly  English,  was  found  on  the  little 
island  of  Havnoy,  ten  miles  north  of  the  Arctic  Circle,  in  the  province  of  Nordland.  Though 
it  is  over  40  years  since  the  coins  first  came  to  light,  it  is  only  in  the  last  year  that  they  have  been 
scientifically  examined  by  an  expert  numismatist,  Mr.  Kolbiorn  Skaare.  Among  the  175 
Enghsh  coins  is  a  single  specimen  of  the  rare  silver  penny  from  the  Abbott  of  Reading’s  mint. 

On  the  obverse  of  the  penny  is  a  crowned  head  representing  King  Edward  and  an  inscription 
EDW  R  ANGL  DNS  HYB  an  abridged  Latin  form  of  “  Edward,  King  of  England,  Lord  of  Ireland.” 
On  the  reverse  there  is  a  large  cross  with  the  escallop  shell  badge  of  the  Abbey  of  Reading  in 
one  angle  and  the  name  of  the  mint — villa  radingy — “  From  the  town  of  Reading.”  The 
coin  was  made  at  Reading  Abbey  between  1344  and  1351. 

The  English  coins  in  the  hoard  consist  of  one  silver  penny  of  Henry  III,  119  pence  of 
Edward  I,  29  of  Edward  II,  and  26  of  Edward  III ;  besides  these  there  are  three  Irish  coins  of 
Edward  I,  made  at  Dublin,  three  silver  pennies  of  King  Alexander  III  of  Scotland,  and  a 
small  number  of  Flemish  imitations  of  English  pennies,  which  commonly  circulated  in  this 
country  alongside  true  English  coins. 

The  latest  coin  in  the  find  is  a  penny  of  Edward  III,  struck  in  the  year  1353,  and  as  this 
appears  to  have  been  little  used,  and  there  are  no  Scandinavian  coins  present,  it  seems  unlikely 
that  the  hoard  can  have  been  hidden  much  later  than  1355. 

At  this  period  the  powerful  merchants  of  the  Hanseatic  League  had  a  stronghold  at  Bergen, 
and  had  acquired  a  monopoly  of  the  export  of  fish  and  skins  from  Norway,  and  it  seems  possible 
that  this  hoard  represents  part  of  a  payment  in  silver  given  to  a  Hansa  merchant  in  the  Port 
of  London,  which  was  then  passed  on  to  fishermen  of  the  North  for  fish  taken  to  Bergen  for 
export.  The  report  draws  attention  to  the  fact  that  English  coins  of  the  early  fourteenth 
century  have  been  found  in  about  twenty  other  Norwegian  coin  hoards  of  this  period. — Reading 
Standard,  Dec.  23rd,  1960 
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Treasury  wins  Case  against  Italian  counterfeiters.  Seven  Italians  were  found  guDty 
in  Turin  yesterday  of  minting  or  receiving  gold  sovereigns  in  a  case  brought  by  the  British 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer.  The  principal  defendant,  Alberto  Volpi  (50),  was  sentenced 
to  three  years  and  one  month  in  prison  for  minting,  together  with  four  other  people  in  1953, 
no  “  fewer  than  3,625  gold  sovereigns.” 

The  tribunal  upheld  the  British  Chancellor’s  claim  that  the  sovereign  was  still  legal  currency. 

A  remand  court  last  year  said  that  the  counterfeit  coins  had  a  gold  content  shghtly  less 
than  that  of  the  true  sovereigns — about  91.5  per  cent  instead  of  91.6  per  cent.  “  But  the 
counterfeiting  would  have  hardly  been  noticed  if  a  better  engraver  had  been  employed  to 
correct  some  slight  artistic  defects,”  the  court  statement  said. 

The  four  co-defendants  with  Volpi  and  two  others  charged  with  receiving  sovereigns, 
were  sentenced  to  terms  of  betw'een  one  and  two  years’  imprisonment,  but  these  sentences 
were  suspended  under  the  terms  of  an  amnesty.  Two  other  defendants  were  acquitted. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  (Mr.  Selwyn  Lloyd)  was  represented  in  the  case  by  Signor 
Nicola  Favia,  an  Italian  lawyer.  The  trial  began  last  Wednesday  and  was  adjourned,  ^ter 
two  hearings,  until  yesterday. — Birmingham  Post,  January  26th,  1961. 

Raised  Coins  “  Lifted.”  Ancient  Greek,  Roman  and  Spanish  coins  worth  about  1,000 
were  stolen  from  a  car  in  St.  James  Street,  Mayfair,  yesterday.  The  coins,  in  a  brown  leather 
brief  case,  belonged  to  Captain  Ted  Falcon-Barker,  35,  of  the  “  Down  Under  ”  Club,  Fulham 
Road,  Chelsea. 

He  came  to  London  recently  to  launch  his  new  book  \6Q0  Years  Under  the  Sea  which  he 
wrote  after  three  years  of  underwater  exploration  and  coin  collecting  in  the  Caribbean  and 
Mediterranean.  The  thief  will  be  able  to  read  about  the  coins,  as  he  also  took  a  copy  of  Falcon- 
Barker’s  book. — New  Daily,  January  21th,  1961.

Chinese  troubles  come  at  awkward  times  and  the  Boxers  chose  that  time  when  we  were 
heavily  engaged  in  South  Africa  for  their  attack — practically  all  our  Staff  and  most  of  our 
troops  came  from  the  Indian  Forces,  the  only  British  regiment  employed  being  the  2nd  Bn. 
The  Royal  Welch  Fusiliers  of  whom  about  500  received  the  medal  and  bar  relief  of  pekin.

There  is  a  considerable  list  under  Supply  &  Transport  of  N.C.O. s,  a  few  have  their  regiment 
shown  with  the  number  but  most  do  not  give  this  detail,  and  it  is  possible  that  some  of  these 
N.C.O.s  may  have  belonged  to  line  regiments  that  are  not  included  in  the  list. 

Amongst  the  Rolls  of  the  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps  one  notes  that  3  ladies  of  the  Nursing 
Services  received  the  medal  without  bar  and  that  6  native  ward  boys  received  the  bronze 
medal  with  bar  relief  of  pekin,  a  seventh  boy  was  entitled  but  killed  in  action,  and  an  eighth 
forfeited  his  medal  by  desertion. 

The  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  show  14  N.C.O.s  and  men  entitled  to  the  medal  only  and 
the  American  Staff  of  the  Hospital  Ship  “  Maine  ”  has  a  list  of  14  names. 

In  addition  to  “  Details  ”  from  the  above  named  regiments  a  number  of  officers  and  other 
ranks  were  attached  to  the  1st  Chinese  Regiment  and  the  Hong  Kong  and  Singapore  Battery, 
Royal  Artillery.  Most  of  these  officers  and  other  ranks  were  awarded  the  bar  relief  of  pekin. 
The  various  regiments  were  represented  by  the  following: —

Wiltshires,  2  Officers;  Durharns,  2  Officers;  Middlesex,  1  Officer  who  was  attached  to  the  Hong 
Kong  Regt.,  ^jR.B.,  1  N.C.O.;  R.O.A.C.,  1  N.C.O. 

The  Royal  Artillery  provided  4  Officers  and  6  other  ranks  to  the  Hong  Kong  and  Singa¬ 
pore  Battery  all  of  whom  received  the  bar  relief  of  pekin. 

Of  the  other  two  bars,  that  for  taku  forts  is  the  one  awarded  to  the  Navy,  although  some 
naval  personel  received  the  bar  relief  of  pekin.  The  bar  relief  of  the  legations  is  very 
rare  and  practically  all  were  awarded  to  the  Royal  Aiarine  detachment  on  duty  at  Pekin, 
however  an  Officer  of  the  East  Yorkshires  received  the  bar,  as  also  did  two  Sergeants  ot  the 
Army.  Amongst  the  civilians  to  receive  the  bar  defence  of  the  legations  were  Deputy 
Inspector  of  Chinese  Customs  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Chinese  mint,  who  had  the  very

Those  workers  on  the  Imperial  Chinese  Railway  who  assisted  in  the  advance  were  rewarded 
with  the  bar  relief  of  pekin  as  also  were  the  missionaries  who  acted  as  interpreters,  civilian 
interpreters  and  a  civilian  doctor  who  was  attached  to  No.  22  British  Field  Hospital.  W^ar 

Correspondents,  however,  had  the  medal  only.  ,  .  ,  ,  , 

The  medal  is  “  common  ”  and,  perhaps,  because  so  many  were  issued  without  bars  does  not 

receive  much  attention,  however,  there  are  a  good  many  odd  ones  to  look  for. 

It  is  said  that  on  the  issue  of  the  medal  and  bars  Kaiser  Vilhelm  II  requested 
King  Edward  VII  to  send  him  the  medal  with  three  bars  to  wear  on  his  uniform.  In  fact,  he 
asked  that  three  complete  medals  might  be  sent  so  that  he  had  one  for  each  uniform,  his  reason 
being  that  Imperial  German  Troops  had  been  in  the  Force  and  as  he  was  Head  of  the  German 
Army  he  wished  to  wear  the  medal.  The  medals  were  sent— so  maybe  one  with  three  bars  may 

yet  turn  up.

January  the  President  presented  the  Parkes  Weber 
Prize  to  D.  E.  Hanson  for  his  essay  “  Crowns,  Colonial 
Coins  or  What?”. 

R.  A.  G.  Carson  exhibited  an  As  of  Clodius  Albinus 
as  Augustus  and  a  lead  seal  of  Justinian  I.  The  former, 
from  excavations  at  Housesteads  in  1960,  is  only  the 
second  known  example  and  is  from  the  same  pair  of  dies 
as  the  coin  in  the  B.M.  (BMCRE  V,  155,  622).  The 
types  of  the  lead  seal  resemble  those  of  a  solidus  but  the 
obverse  portrait  is  nimbate  and  Victory  on  the  reverse 
holds  wreath  and  palm  in  place  of  long  cross. 

P.  Grierson  read  a  paper  entitled  “  Two  French  gold 
pennies  of  the  feudal  period.”  .Mr.  Grierson  exhibited 
three  groups  of  crowns  to  illustrate  his  paper;  (1)  a 
gold  denier  of  Melle  (Poey  d’Avant  2364:  ex  Motte 
Coll.),  with  three  silver  deniers  of  Melle  for  comparison; 
(2)  a  gold  ”  solidus  ”  of  Uzes  (unpublished;  ex  Mazard 
Coll.),  with  two  silver  deniers  of  other  mints  for  com¬ 
parison;  and  p)  a  gold  solidus  of  Louis  the  Pious  and 
three  Frisian  imitations  of  the  ninth  century. 

R.  H.  M.  Dolley  read  a  short  note  demonstrating  by 
die-links  that  Hild.  Aethelraed  1603  attributed  to 
Leicester  is,  in  fact,  an  Irish  imitation  of  a  coin  of

Num.  Soc.  of  Nottinghamshire.  The  meeting  on 
Tuesday,  January  3rd,  was  addressed  by  the  President, 
Mr.  E.  W.  Danson,  on  the  subject  of  “  The  Leicester 
.Mint.”  After  giving  a  brief  history  of  the  Saxon  town 
or,  rather,  city  (since  it  was  from  680  to  869  the  seat  of  a 
bishopric)  the  speaker  went  on  to  discuss  the  Saxon 
names  of  Chester  and  Leicester  and  the  criteria  for 
distinguishing  between  the  products  of  the  two  mints. 

The  first  coin  considered  was  a  round  third-penny, 
apparently  from  the  Stamford  find,  minted  when 
Leicester  was  one  of  the  Danish  Five  Burhs,  and  this 
was  followed  by  coins  of  jfEthelstan  only  recently 
attributed  to  the  mint.  Nearly  all  the  main  Saxon  types 
from  Edgar  Br.  6  are  known  of  the  mint,  together  with 
three  rare  mules.  The  speaker  particularly  noted  a 
variety  of  Edward  the  Confessor  Br.  6,  with  the  bust 
facing  left. 

The  Norman  section  of  the  paper  was  prefaced  by  an 
extract  from  the  Domesday  Survey,  and  the  speaker 
continued  his  story  to  the  last  coins  of  the  mint-type  A 
of  the  “Tealby”coinage  of  Henry  11.  From  an  entry  in  the 
Pipe  Rolls,  it  seems  probable  that  the  last  two  moneyers, 
Ricard  and  Rodbert,  suffered  punishment  for  f^alsifying 
their  products.  The  site  of  the  mint,  according  to  a 
schedule  of  the  possessions  of  Leicester  Abbey,  appears 
to  have  been  at  the  North  Gate  of  the  town. 

.Mr.  Danson  exhibited  a  selection  of  Saxon  and  Nor¬ 
man  pennies,  inclilding  several  of  the  Leicester  mint, 
a  large  number  of  photographs  and  tables  showing 
the  names  of  the  moneyers  and  the  types  they  struck.
